
Bridport couple in suicide pact?

AN ELDERLY Bridport 
couple that had not been 
seen for days may have died 
in a suicide pact after they 
were discovered dead in 
their upstairs bedroom. 

An investigation has been 
launched after police dis¬ 
covered the couple, named 
locally as Philip and Cynthia 
Wakeley, on Monday, May 
24th. 

Police kicked in the door 
of 40 Magdalan Lane after a 
tip-off from a Weymouth 
man, thought to be their eld¬ 
est son Nigel. The property 


was then sealed off whilst 
house-to-house enquiries 
were carried out. 

The man and the woman 
are believed to be aged in 
their early 70s and mid-60s 
respectively. 

A neighbour, who had 
known the couple for over 
30 years but didn’t want to 
be named, described the pair 
as “eccentric” adding they 
had heard overdose men¬ 
tioned as a cause of death. 


The couple’s son was seen 
on his phone outside the 
house on Sunday. Police 
were called to the semi-de¬ 
tached house at 2:24pm on 
Monday, and the house re¬ 
mained sealed off yesterday 
morning (Tuesday). 

Neighbour Matthew Nor¬ 
ris described the couple as 
“very ritualistic”. 

He said: “It’s not a very 
nice thing to happen, espe¬ 
cially when something like 



CHIDEOCK 
PROTESTS 
ON HOLD 


PROTESTS in Chideock have been suspended for 
eight weeks following a public meeting on Friday 
of last week. 

Residents met with the West Dorset District and 
Dorset County Council, the Highways Agency and 
Dorset Police to discuss the issues raised by pro¬ 
testors. 

People at the meeting voted in favour of stop¬ 
ping larger lorries using the route and against ve¬ 
hicles speeding through the village but also voted 
against the protestor's methods. 

Lead campaigner Tony Fuller said: "I was very 
pleased indeed with the results of the meeting. We 
have made a lot of process but this is a long war 
and this was just a smaller battle." 

The protests are suspended while a solution is 
sought but campaigners have asked for weekly 
updates from authorities. 

Protests may have come to an enforced stop any¬ 
way as both buttons on the pedestrian crossing 
used by protestors have been super glued down. 

Mr Fuller added: "Whoever it was that super 
glued the button on the crossing is an idiot. They 
have affected the lives of many people and made 
that a very dangerous crossing." 


that happens so close to your 
own front door. The police 
were here last night and fin¬ 
ished about 10:30(pm). 

“My girlfriend was the 
first person police saw and 
the police said to my girl¬ 
friend it was the ‘worse one 
they’d seen’. 

“I’ve lived here about a 
year and from the time I 
moved in their behaviour 
was quite odd but I ignored 
it really. They were sat in 
their car all-night or walking 
down the road bickering. 

“Then something happens 
like this and you realise you 
haven’t seen them for a 
while it’s strange. I last saw 
them a week and a half ago.” 

The couple’s next of kin 
have been informed of the 
deaths. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Dorset Police has launched 
an investigation after the 
bodies of an elderly couple 
were found in a house in 
Bridport. 

“Police were called to the 
semi-detached property in 
Magdalen Lane, Bridport, 
by a man in Weymouth who 
was concerned for the cou¬ 
ple’s welfare and phoned the 
police. Officers attended the 
property and forced an entry 
- finding the couple dead in 
an upstairs bedroom.” 

An ambulance crew at¬ 
tended the property and con- 
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firmed that the couple were 
deceased. 

The coroner has been in¬ 
formed and a forensic post 
mortem to establish the 
cause of death of the man 


and the woman was due to 
be undertaken by a Home 
Office pathologist at the 
Dorset County Hospital in 
Dorchester yesterday after¬ 
noon (Tuesday).

Jo lives in Beaminster with her three children 
Mo, 14 Toby, 10, and Hazel four and their dog 
Chewie. 

Although she misses gardening Jo made the 
move into foot care, with her business "Jo Loves' 
feet", to give her more energy and time for her 
children. 

Jo is coming up to her 10th year in Dorset hav¬ 
ing spent time in Sussex, Brighton and Norfolk. 

In the future she hopes to move into reflexology 
and open her own clinic in Beaminster. 


■ WHAT do you like most about Beaminster? 

It’s a beautiful place. I love the environment but most of 
all I like the community spirit. The people are absolutely 
brilliant. This evening I’m going off to do more training 
to be an assistant at the community pool. I have over¬ 
come my fear of water and now I’m doing that. I did the 
adult swimming lessons there last year because I lost my 
nerve after I nearly drowned as a child. Judith took me 
under her wing and chucked me in the deep end and she 
has worked really well with me. It’s changed the way 
I’ve looked at swimming completely. 
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■ WHAT would you like to change? 

I’d like to see more variety in the shops. I’d like that part 
of Beaminster to be more successful. I like what’s here 
but I’d like to see more of it. 

■ Why did you make the transition from flowers to 
feet? 

I like getting other people to feel better about themselves 
foot wise. I can walk away feeling happier that they feel 
better with a feeling that I’ve done something that puts 
back into the community. 

■ ARE there any parallels between plants and feet? 

Gardening is a relaxation thing, and if you touch some¬ 
body’s feet they just zone out. There is more control on 
people’s feet than there is on gardens. 

■ HAVE you always been interested in feet? 

I’ve never found them repulsive. We all have them and 
you’ve got to look after them because you really notice 
when you hurt your foot, as soon as you stub your toe or 
tread on something. If you give someone a foot massage 



then they feel so much better, I like a good foot massage 
and even my kids give me a massage, it makes me a com¬ 
pletely different person. 


■ HOW important is foot care? 

Extremely important, if you look after you feet then you 
can get about, if you don’t then you end up isolated. Reg¬ 
ular foot care is preventative, if you want to run on the 
beach or go out hill walking then you rely on them so 
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much but you just don’t think about it. It’s like your 
hands, if you hurt your hand you can’t write, if you break 
your foot then you’re there for months recovering. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

I want to open a clinic, probably in Beaminster so people 
can come to me. I do see myself as having a good regular 
client base and being well known in the area for what I 
do. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

I would like to do more design work and I would like to 
have my own tattoo studio, that or something like archi¬ 
tecture. I was involved with a self build project in 
Brighton, designing eco friendly housing. I had loads of 
fun doing that but it’s not something you can do without 
oodles of money and permission. 


■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party and why? 

Ronnie Barker for definite, he was a fabulously brilliantly 
funny man, I just think he was the bee’s knees. Steve Mc¬ 
Queen, I would love to play a game of chess with him 
like in the Thomas Crown Affair. Marilyn Monroe, I’d 
love to know what her life was like. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

I read a book on the Tudor times, a murder mystery called 
Revelation by C.J.Samson. Music wise I love Muse and 
Kasabian, that genre of music. I watched the Untouch¬ 
ables recently, a film about gangsters from the 1950s with 
Sean Connery in it.

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Councillors deny mayor making boycott

ABSENT councillors 
have denied boycotting 
Bridport’s mayor making 
which was attended ex¬ 
clusively by Liberal De¬ 
mocrats last week. 

Only 10 of 18 council¬ 
lors attended the cere¬ 
mony and Conservative 
Councillor Keith Day 
claimed that the mayor 
making had become an 
“exclusive Lib Dem 
gathering”, after a failed 
attempt to end the party’s 
dominance of the posi¬ 
tion. 

Councillor Geoffrey 
Ackerman has now 


begun his sixth term as 
mayor while last year’s 
mayoress Councillor 
Maggie Ray will stand as 
his deputy. 

Nominating Councillor 
Ackerman, Councillor 
Lrances McKenzie said: 
“Councillor Ackerman is 
a true Bridport man bom 
and bred, well known, 
liked and respected by all 
age groups.” 

Councillor Ackerman 
was finally elected last 
Thursday after weeks of 


debate between council¬ 
lors over who should fill 
the ceremonial position. 

Conservative council¬ 
lors had tried to push 
through the nomination 
of councillor Roger 
Stoodley who had missed 
out on becoming the 
town council’s preferred 
candidate by one vote. 

At an informal meeting 
last week, however, 
Councillor Stoodley 
withdrew his nomination 
leaving Councillor Ack- 
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erman free to take up the 
position for the sixth 
time. 

New Mayor Councillor 
Ackerman said: “The 
support was a bit disap¬ 
pointing. Some had gen¬ 
uine excuses but some I 
don’t know about, it 
looked like a boycott to 
me. 

“I was rather disap¬ 
pointed with that because 
as a council you’ve got to 
work together and you 
have got to unite. We can 
work together but it 
didn’t look like that for 
sure.” 

Lormer Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Martin Ray added: 
“It was an OK turnout, 
I’m sure people had their 
reasons for not attending. 

“I don’t know if it was 
a boycott but I think if 


you are going to boycott 
something then you 
should tell people about 
it first, otherwise what is 
the point? 

“I hope it wasn’t a boy¬ 
cott but we can get used 
to not having Conserva¬ 
tives in the town hall; I 
believe it was just a coin¬ 
cidence. Geoff will be 
great as mayor again. He 
is a good ambassador for 
Bridport, he is well 
known across the county 
and he always supports 
what the town is doing.” 

Councillor Day, who 
led the campaign to see 
Councillor Roger Stood¬ 
ley take up the role 
added: “There was no or¬ 
ganised boycott. Each 
Conservative councillor 
and Independent council¬ 
lor made their own deci¬ 


sion to attend the cere¬ 
mony - or not. 

“Conservative council¬ 
lors are allowed to make 
up their own minds about 
such matters, unlike the 
Lib Dems. I would not 
assume to be able to in¬ 
fluence the independent 
councillors. 

“The Lib Dems made 
their decision many 
months ago to install 
Geoff Ackerman as 
mayor - a man who has 
already been mayor on 
five previous occasions. 

“Conservatives and in¬ 
dependents were not con¬ 
sulted about the 
selection. 

“Even in the face of 
subsequent private and 
public opposition, the 
Lib Dems have contin¬ 
ued to force their deci- 
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sion through the process. 

“It would have been 
hypocritical of me to at¬ 
tend the ceremony and 
support the new mayor at 
this time. I assume the 
other councillors had 
their reasons for not at¬ 
tending, including some 
Lib Dems who did not at¬ 
tend I understand. 

“It was their choice, 
their celebration party. I 


chose not to attend - what 
appears to have become - 
an exclusive Lib Dem 
gathering.” 

Councillor Stoodley 
was unable to attend the 
meeting as he was out of 
the country. 

Also at the ceremony, 
Councillor Dave Rickard 
was elected as leader of 
the council for a second 
term.

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JURASSIC COAST DVD 
WINS NATIONAL AWARD 


AN educational DVD teaching 
children across the UK about 
coastal erosion on the Jurassic 
Coast has won a national award. 

The two-disc resource, Coastal 
Conflicts, received the Silver Cita¬ 
tion at this year’s national Geo¬ 
graphical Association Publishers’ 
Awards. 

The DVD was jointly created by 
David Weatherly, geography ad¬ 
viser at the Devon Learning and 
Development Partnership, and An- 
jana Ford, education co-ordinator 
of the Jurassic Coast World Her¬ 
itage Site based at Dorset County 
Council, and published by the 
Devon Learning and Development 
Partnership. 

The DVD gives children a vari¬ 
ety of case studies from the Dorset 
and East Devon coast and invites 
them to take part in a decision¬ 
making exercise to create a sus¬ 
tainable management plan for part 
of the World Heritage Site. 

It introduces children across the 
country to part of the British coast 
that represents many of the issues 
found all around our shores. The 
discs also include up-to-date and 
easy to understand background in¬ 
formation for teachers and ideas 
for planning within the primary 
curriculum. 

In presenting the award, the Ge¬ 


ography Association said: 
“Coastal Conflicts has been given 
this award for its high quality con¬ 
tent, flexibility, relevance and ease 
of use. 

“The clear video and computer 
graphics encourage children to 
think about how conservationists, 
home-owners and engineers have 
to find sustainable solutions to the 
effects of coastal erosion. It is a 
rare example of high quality geo¬ 
graphical software designed for 
use in primary schools which in¬ 
volves pupils in real and relevant 
geographical enquiry.” 

On receiving the award, David 
Weatherly said: “This resource 
quickly engages children in very 
real issues of how our coastal en¬ 
vironment is changing and what 
difficult decisions may need to be 
made. 

“Through meeting real people in 
real places in the film, children re¬ 
late on a personal level with 
coastal communities and appreci¬ 
ate how conflicts can arise. Above 
all, children come to appreciate 
that decisions regarding the envi¬ 
ronment are rarely simple and al¬ 
ways involve costs and benefits for 
those directly involved.” 

Co-creator Anjana Ford added: 
“The Jurassic Coast is the only nat¬ 
ural World Heritage Site in Eng¬ 


land and Wales and this resource is 
an excellent way for children to 
understand why UNESCO has 
given it such an important designa¬ 
tion. 

“The DVD also helps children to 
see what sustainable development 
really means when it comes to 
making decisions about how we 
would like our environment to be 
in the future.” 

Coastal Conflicts is one of a 
range of cross-curricular resources 
produced by the Devon Learning 
and Development Partnership and 
used by schools across the UK. It 
was part-funded by the Jurassic 
Coast Trust and proceeds from the 
sale of the DVD will go back to 
support further educational proj¬ 
ects on the Jurassic Coast. 

James Weld, chairman of the 
Jurassic Coast Trust, said: “We are 
delighted that the Jurassic Coast 
Trust is able to assist in providing 
such valuable learning resources 
helping to introduce children to the 
wonders of the Earth’s history”.

A BRIDPORT entrepreneur is hop¬ 
ing to bring mobile phone signal to 
the most rural parts of Dorset with 
his latest business venture. 

Bill Davis, who formerly ran the 
Orange phone shop in Bridport, 
was so frustrated with the poor mo¬ 
bile signal available to his cus¬ 
tomers that he decided to tackle the 
issue himself. 

Wave-Techs, launched three 
weeks ago, supply and install spe¬ 
cialist amplification units that can 
draw a mobile phone signal, some¬ 
times from several miles away, and 
bring it into your premises. 

The system contains a special ex¬ 
ternal aerial, much like a TV aerial, 
which is connected to a discreet 
signal repeater located inside the 
building. 

“There are number of reasons 
that prevent the reception of a good 
signal especially in this area,” said 
Bill Davis, managing director of 
Wave-Techs. 

“The age and type of building, lo¬ 
cation and new insulation materials 
are all factors, including of course 
geographical location. 

“I was recently running the Or¬ 
ange mobile phone shop in Brid¬ 
port and found this a huge problem 
for my customers. 

“They usually had to stand near a 
window or had to go outside just to

make a call. Many felt frustrated 
that they had a huge allocation of 
free calls and internet use that they 
could not access because of the no 
signal problem” 

Bill has now closed his shop to 
focus on the supply and installation 
of these specialist systems. He is 
partnered by K.W. Hurford, the 
Beaminster based electronics com¬ 
pany who carry out the installa¬ 


tions. 

“Hurfords have a fantastic repu¬ 
tation in this area,” said Bill. 

“They are experts in aerial instal¬ 
lation and carry the appropriate kit 
that can locate a signal and posi¬ 
tion the external aerial correctly, a 
major factor for a successful instal¬ 
lation. 

“I am delighted that they are sup¬ 
porting me in this venture because 
they provide me with a highly 
skilled team of specialists needed 
to carry out quality installation”.

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Youngsters get to work on 
ASPIRE allotments project 


YOUNG people at Bridport Local Area Skills Training 
(BLAST) have been getting their hands dirty as they 
set to work on their new allotment with tools donated 
by the public. 

BLAST’S ASPIRE project is supporting two allot¬ 
ments for young people, one run by West Rivers 
House and the other by Nacro E2E. 

The allotments, donated by the town council, will 
help the young people learn about the importance of 
healthy living as well as support those living inde¬ 
pendently on a low budget.

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Extra £1 million may not be 
enough to save school plans

A COUNTY councillor 
has warned the additional 
£1 million pledged to 
keep hopes of re-locating 
a Bridport school alive 
may not be enough. 

Councillor Karl Wal¬ 
lace voiced his fears fol¬ 
lowing confirmation last 
week that £956,000 had 
been allocated to move 
the Mountjoy school 
project forward. 

Headteachers of Brid- 
port’s Mountjoy School 
and Beaminster Technol¬ 
ogy College welcomed 
Dorset County Council’s 
commitment as an “excit¬ 
ing step forward” in the 
£8.988 million co-loca¬ 
tion plans. 

The Modernising 

Schools Programme 

board met the day before 
DCC’s cabinet to for¬ 
mally allocate the money 
needed for improving 
BTC’s infrastructure. 

The project for two- 
and-a-half to 19-year- 
olds with physical and 
learning disabilities will 
now move through to the 
design and construction 
stage and could be open 
for the 2012-13 academic 
year. 

However Mountjoy 
School governor and 
DCC’s Councillor Wal¬ 
lace said: “I went along 
to the cabinet meeting 
and pushed for a 25 per 
cent increase in the 
budget from £8million to 
£10 million to take into 
account inflation and un¬ 
foreseen problems. 

“There needs to be 
emergency contingency 
monies for such things as 
flooding and drainage. 

“I don’t think the 
£9million is enough. I be¬ 
lieve we will be in the 
same position in six 
months time where we 
will be asking for 
money.” 

DCC cabinet members 
were asked to review 
funding for the scheme 
after a feasibility study 
highlighted the previ¬ 
ously allocated £8 mil¬ 
lion would not be 
adequate to benefit both 
schools. 

Mountjoy was opened 
in 1967 but has recently 
received criticism from 
Ofsted regarding the 
building. The new build¬ 
ing will be up to four 
times bigger and cater for 
48 pupils. 

In 2007, £8 million was 
set aside for the project 
but issues over access, 
planning, size and possi¬ 
ble flood risks took esti¬ 
mates £3million over 


budget. 

Last year, a schools ad¬ 
judicator gave the go- 
ahead for the new 
Mountjoy School to be 
co-located in Beaminster, 
the schools will share the 
site but will be separate 
establishments. 

The estimated cost of 
building a new Mountjoy 
School is £7.693m with a 
further £1.263 million 
needed to be spent at 
BTC. 

Mountjoy headteacher 


James Frazen said the 
budgetary increase was a 
fantastic and exciting 
step toward the building 
of a new school for the 
pupils and also the wider 
community. 

“As headteacher for the 
next two years we want 
to develop our relation¬ 
ship with Bridport so 
when we move to 
Beaminster it’s not such 
a stretch of our relation¬ 
ship,” he said. 

“I think Mountjoy has 


been looking for a new 
building going on for ap¬ 
proximately a decade or 
so and I feel very privi¬ 
leged to be part of the 
school’s history.” 

Cabinet member for 
children’s services Toni 
Coombs said the feasibil¬ 
ity study on the Beamin¬ 
ster site had given them 
clearer details on what 
the whole project would 
cost. 

“This budget is more 
realistic and will give 
Mountjoy the brand new 
school that it desperately 
needs, and allow the nec¬ 


essary improvements to 
be made to the Beamin¬ 
ster site,” she said. 

BTC will benefit from 
improved sporting facili¬ 
ties, remodelling and de¬ 
velopment of the existing 
premises and opportuni¬ 
ties to develop a master- 
plan for future 
development.

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Pupils take extra precautions after break-in 


PUPILS at a Bridport primary school have been security mark¬ 
ing their property with new forensic technology after a number 
of laptops were stolen following a break-in. 

The culprits broke into St Catherine’s Primary School earlier 
this month and took laptops and other electrical equipment be¬ 
fore being disturbed by the school’s alarm. 

Bridport PC Scott McGregor described the crime as “despi¬ 
cable” and headteacher Veronique Singer admitted that the ex¬ 
perience had left some of her pupils having sleepless nights. 

To deter a repeat offence the school has been marking re¬ 
maining equipment with a specialist SelectaDNA security kit. 

The equipment uses an invisible DNA style forensic means 
of marking making it easier to trace and recover stolen prop¬ 
erty. 

The school day was disrupted on Monday last week whilst 
areas were cordoned off for crime scene investigators. 

Headteacher Mrs Singer said: “It was a number of laptops 
which if we’ve got to replace them impacts on the schools 
budget and we have to think about that very carefully because 
we don’t have money just to spend on new laptops. 

“It was very disruptive, we couldn’t use the library because 
we had to wait for the crime scene investigators to come and 
fingerprint everything to see if they can find the people that 
stole them. 

“The children are very upset and I’ve got a few children who 
are frightened to go to sleep in their bed at the moment. The 
impact is greater than they think.” 

PC McGregor said: “I think this is a despicable crime where 
the person or people responsible have stooped so low that they 
break into a school, steal and remove items that’s sole purpose 
is for the benefit of local children. 

“There are people from within the Bridport community who 
will have information about who is responsible. I would ex¬ 
pect, as would the community, that they tell us all they know 
anything about it so the property can be returned to the school 
and the culprits are brought to justice” 

The break in occurred overnight between Friday, May 14th 
and Saturday, May 15th.

A leak in the roof is believed to 
have caused the trouble and a large 
section of the back wall of the 
church must now be treated and re¬ 
decorated. 

Sunday services and Thursday 
morning Eucharist are temporarily 


being held in the vestry extension 
and one funeral has already been 
moved while the church is out of 
action. 

Work to treat the dry rot and re¬ 
store the woodwork and plaster is 
expected to take two or three 
weeks and then a further fortnight 
will be needed to redecorate and 



clean, taking the work into mid- 
July. 

The church has received a £7,000 
grant form the Salisbury Diocese 
Erskine Muton Trust but the re¬ 
mainder of the money most now be 
raised by church goers. 

Team Vicar in Bridport and St 
Swithin’s priest Peter Edwards 
said: “Services are rather intimate 
and rather cosy but we are manag¬ 
ing. 


“We have had to suspend serv¬ 
ices in the church itself because the 
dust and the plaster makes it diffi¬ 
cult to worship there. 

“We haven’t had to cancel any 
weddings but we have had to move 
one funeral and there is the possi¬ 
bility that if other funerals happen 
to come in that we might have to 
do the same again over the next 
week or two. 

“We have had a very generous 


grant from the diocese but the rest 
will have to come from donations, 
members of the congregation and 
perhaps people of the wider com¬ 
munity if they feel like they would 
like to help and we are looking at 
other sources of potential help. 

“We’d like to thank everyone for 
bearing with us as we continue this 
work and we hope that the impact 
on the congregation and the wider 
community is minimised.”

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£50,000 to study 
for a doctorate in 
the art of carnival 


ONE lucky student will land a three- 
year PhD studentship to study ‘the art 
of carnivals’ on the Jurassic Coast 
worth in the region of £50,000 this year. 

The position is just one of three stu¬ 
dentships on offer from the University 
of Exeter in a series of collaborative 
PhDs funded by the Arts and Humani¬ 
ties Research Council (AHRC). 

The Jurassic Coast World Heritage 
Site and the University of Exeter’s 
School of Geography were jointly 
awarded the grant by the AHRC for the 
studies based around the coast’s arts 
programme. 

The award will cover university tu¬ 
ition fees, provide a maintenance award 
of at least £14,790 per year for three 
years in addition to travel costs for UK 
based fieldwork and meetings. 

Working alongside artists and com¬ 
munities the selected student will fol¬ 
low the planned 2012 Cultural 
Olympiad Carnival in Weymouth, start¬ 
ing in October this year. 

During the three-year study period the 
student will attempt to answer difficult 
research questions including: 

• What are the historical geographies 
of the carnivals close to the Jurassic 
Coast? 

• To what extent have elements of 
transgression, empowerment and re¬ 
sistance played a role in the movement 
and experience of the area's carnivals? 

• How is the ‘local’ carnival heritage 
negotiated within the context of an in¬ 
ternationally orientated festival that 
has a global audience? 

‘The Art of Carnival: Communities, 
Culture and Place’ is the first of the 
three AHRC funded studentships.

The next, ‘Stone Exposures: Photog¬ 
raphy, Landscape Change and Anticipa¬ 
tory Adaptation,’ beginning in 2011, 
will examine the history of landscape 
photography along the coast. 

The third in the series, ‘Dynamic Arts 
Practices and the Geographies of World 
Heritage,’ beginning in 2012, will look 
at arts programme as a tool for commu¬ 
nity engagement. 

Dr David Harvey, lecturer in Geogra¬ 
phy at the University of Exeter, said: 
“This extended programme of PhD stu¬ 
dentships will bring together academ¬ 
ics, practitioners and policy makers 
working within a field spanning the arts 
and sciences. 

“It will both deepen our appreciation 
of the fragile natural balance of the 
Jurassic Coast, as well as helping to 
convey an understanding of this ever- 
changing coastline to the public.” 

Jurassic Coast arts coordinator, Daisy 
Sutcliffe, added: “This programme will 
be used as a case study to look at the 
role the arts can play in increasing the 
public understanding of science and 
heritage management. 

“It is the only one of its kind, allowing 
us to look into local people, global val¬ 
ues, groundbreaking arts and science 
collaborations, climate change and in¬ 
ternational partnerships through UN¬ 
ESCO. 

“It’s important that this is given aca¬ 
demically rigorous thought and we 
hope this partnership will help to inform 
us about the future management of the 
site.”

One of the best places to start looking is in 
the NFRC (National Federation of Building 
Contractors) Directory which lists proven 
property professionals from all over the UK. Al- 
ways make sure the roofing contractor you hire is reg- 
W istered. 

Weeding out the cowboys, or how to spot a dishonest con¬ 
tractor, 

It is every homeowner’s nightmare. Hiring a contractor that 
seemed capable on first impression, only to have the make a mess 
of your beautiful home through lack of skill! 

Ask the prospective contractor for a portfolio of references and 
photo’s of their work. Any good contractor will be happy to show 
you these. If they’re not, it’s probably best to look elsewhere. 

Pricing and costs 

Pricing for roofing jobs depends on the extent and complexity of 
the job and on the materials used. Always consider written quotes 


(never verbal) before settling on a roofing contractor. Most pro¬ 
fessionals will produce a quote within 2 or 3 days. 

Questions to ask your roofing contractor 

1. Are you a registered trade member? 

We recommend that your contractor be registered in a national 
trade association, such as the NFRC. 

2. Does the company carry insurance? 

Workers compensation and liability insurance to be specific, if the 
worker is hurt, and the roofing contractor does not have insurance, 
then the home owner is liable. Ask to have current certification 
sent to you. Do not accept the roofing contractor at their word. 
They may carry health, life and car insurance. Bland assurances 
of health coverage may refer to these.

3. What is the company’s workman ship warranty? 

Some warranties are for one year, some are for longer. 

The length of a roofing contractors warranty is not really as 
important as customer referrals. Most workmanship errors will be 
found within the first year, probably the first good storm. The 


reason this question is important is 

most roofing contractors will warranty 

the workmanship, and the manufacturer 

will warranty the product as long as it is in- 

stalled correctly. Make sure you understand 

warranties.

Although retirement looms Douglas 
will continue to support his town 


THIS week we conclude our profile of DOUGLAS BEAZER. 
After spending 24-years in the army, Douglas returned to his home 
town of Beaminster where he vowed to give something back to the 
community. He talks to STUART BROOM about life in "civvy street". 


H AVING at¬ 

tended several 
resettlement 
courses prior to dis¬ 
charge from the army 
in May 1988, Douglas 
decided he wanted to 
be his own boss, and 
set up his own painting, 
decorating and mainte¬ 
nance business. 

He had purchased a 
house in Fleet Street, 
Beaminster and was 
soon enjoying life in 
the town that gave him 
so many fond memo¬ 
ries. 

At the first opportu¬ 
nity, he contested, and 
won, a place on the 
town council in 1989. 

Following his intro¬ 
duction into Freema¬ 
sonry, whilst in the 
army, he had joined the 
Beaminster Manor 
Lodge just prior to his 
return. 

He also enjoyed a 
drink in his local the 
Greyhound, where he 
had found it amusing 
when on leave from the 
army to hear local 
Freemasons talking, 
but they did not realise 
he knew what they 
were talking about. 

Douglas doesn’t hide 
the fact that he is a 


Freemason. 

He said: “People be¬ 
lieve it to be a secret so¬ 
ciety, but it is far from 
that, and we do a lot of 
good work for charities 
and other organisations.” 

Chairman in 1993 and 
2000, and secretary for 
five years until 2009, he 
describes the organisa¬ 
tions not as a secret soci¬ 
ety but “a society with 
secrets”. 

It was also the Grey¬ 
hound where Douglas 
found romance, for the 
landlady was none other 
than Lynda, the daughter 
of the couple who ran the 
White House pub in 
Gillingham in Kent 
which he used to fre¬ 
quent when stationed 
there some ten years ear¬ 
lier. 

“I guess we must have 
seen each other then 
without realising that 
later in life we would 
meet again and marry,” 
said Douglas. 

After Lynda had parted 
from her first husband 
they got friendly, but it 


was a children’s sports 
day in 1990 that love 
blossomed. 

“Brian Page asked me 
to help with the an¬ 
nouncements as they 
were short,” he said. 

“Lynda was there with 
her daughter Dawn, and I 
suggested over the PA 
that she might like to take 
part in the sack race, and 
later invite me for a cup 
of tea! Our friendship de¬ 
veloped from there, and 
after I had sought and re¬ 
ceived approval from 
Dawn, I proposed to 
Lynda and we were mar¬ 
ried on August 31st, 
1991.” 

Unfortunately work was 
not going so well. The re¬ 
cession was biting hard, 
and Douglas was forced 
to wind up his business 
and seek work elsewhere. 
He worked for a Bridport 
plumber for a short while 
before being made redun¬ 
dant and out of work for 
seven months. 

However, help was 
around the corner in the 
shape of Geoff Pattemore 


who gave him a job driv¬ 
ing his HGV’s around the 
countryside collecting 
milk. 

He said: “We are very 
grateful to Geoff. I was 
desperate as it looked 
like I would have to sell 
our home, and he came 
up with a job just when I 
needed it.” 

Having been an active 
member of the Royal 
British Legion, Douglas 
joined the local branch 
where he became parade 
marshal, a job he held for 
15 years until he gave up 
four-years-ago. 

One of the things Dou¬ 
glas initiated in the job 
was to ensure that the 
younger association’s, 
such as the cubs, scouts, 
brownies and guides, had 
seats in church. 

“I noticed that because 
the youngsters are at the 
back of the parade, there 
were no seats left when 
they got into church, and 
I made sure thereafter 
that some were allo¬ 
cated,” said Douglas. “It 
is important that the 
young people are in¬ 
volved; they are an inte¬ 
gral part of the event.” 

He also held the post of 
treasurer for ten years. 

After three years with 
Pattemore’s, Douglas 
spent another three with 
local plumber Newman’s 
before joining Yeovil 
College as a Technical 
Support Engineer in 
1997, a post he still 
holds. He is now in his 
second four-year term as 
a governor at the college 
having been elected in 
2004. 

Having been interested 
in model railways as a 
child, Douglas put it to 
one side whilst in the 
army, but on his return to 
Beaminster became in¬ 
volved with the Bridport 
& District Model Rail¬ 
way Club. He has held 
several offices over the 
years including ten years 
as chairman, and is the 
current press officer. 

He said: “We meet on a 
regular basis, and I really 
enjoy meeting like- 
minded people and chat¬ 
ting with them.” 

At 62-years-old Dou¬ 
glas is looking towards 
retirement, and last year 
retired from another or¬ 
ganisation that has bene- 
fitted from his 



enthusiasm and expert¬ 
ise, the Melplash Show. 

“I became involved 
around 1984 when Jim 
Bingham asked me to 
give him a hand with the 
show layout,” he said. “I 
took over responsibility 
for the roadside signage 
when he retired and did 
that for 15-years. Then, 
with the onset of health 
and safety, I became the 
show’s safety officer, 
which I did for ten years 
before retiring last year.” 

Douglas was honoured 
at last year’s show with 
the award of the Presi¬ 
dent’s Cup for his 25- 
years service. 

However, it is dedica¬ 
tion to Beaminster Town 
Council that he is proba¬ 
bly best known, some¬ 
thing which he intends to 
continue if elected. 

Once again he has held 
all the major offices and 
been the council’s repre¬ 
sentative on other local 
bodies. It culminated in 
him being elected chair¬ 
man in 2007, a two year 
post, something Douglas 


is immensely proud of 
holding. 

“I feel very proud and 
privileged to have repre¬ 
sented the town as their 
chairman, and Lynda has 
been brilliant and very 
supportive during the pe¬ 
riod.” he said. 

“We received about 180 
invitations to events both 
in Beaminster and in 
Dorset and the fringe 
areas of Somerset and 
Devon, and attended over 
half of them. 

“My one criticism is 
that the chairman was not 
invited to that many 
events in Beaminster, 
which is disappointing as 
I believe it can only do 
good by cementing rela¬ 
tionships locally.” 

Douglas and Lynda had 
such a good time in their 
roles that he didn’t seek 
re-election at the end of 
his term. 

He said: “We had such 
a brilliant time; it was 
such an interesting and 
rewarding job that we 
wanted someone else to 
have the same opportu¬ 


nity.” 

It is obvious that Dou¬ 
glas and Lynda are very 
committed to each other 
and they intend to enjoy 
their retirement. 

“We both enjoy our 
home, the garden and our 
own company,” said 
Douglas. “We have a 
busy and varied circle of 
friends, and with Lynda 
enjoying cooking, we en¬ 
tertain quite a lot. We 
also hope to have time to 
research our family his¬ 
tories.” 

Doug is also a member 
of the Coldstream 
Guards Association and 
has just joined the Soci¬ 
ety of Dorset Men. 

In conclusion Douglas 
said: “Whilst I have 
stood down from being 
involved in a number of 
organisations, it does not 
mean I have shunned my 
community responsibili¬ 
ties and intend to con¬ 
tinue being involved in 
Beaminster.”

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 11th 
June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the throne, 
following the death of Charles II. He assembled an army 
in excess of 3,000 men and marched to Sedgemoor in Somer¬ 
set. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. 
Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to Dorch¬ 
ester with the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was 
that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 cases were heard in the Oakroom 
at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of these 292 were sentenced 
to death. Only 74 were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - was later 
made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange landed in Tor- 
bay, Jeffreys was captures and imprisoned in theTower of Lon¬ 
don. He died in 1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural

causes. 

Rumours at the time said he has been poisoned while in the 
Tower and that his body had been returned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been carefully re¬ 
stored to maintain its character and original features. 

Today it is called The Oakroom and is a delightful tearoom, 
with a peaceful, tranquil atmosphere, replicating the style and 
service of a Lyons Corner House. The Oakroom of today serves 
a variety of light meals throughout the day and service is a 
high priority.

B ILLY THE FISH originally opened its doors as a fish monger 
with a table in the shop front that could seat eight people. 
On occasion people would request that they eat their locally 
caught fish in the fishmongers so they'd get it at its absolute fresh¬ 
est. 

Billy the proprietor saw this as a great opportunity to offer his 
customers a unique dining experience in Dorchester and soon ob¬ 
tained the next-door building that had previously been operating 
as a model car shop. 

Billy's vision was to offer his customers the chance to pick fresh 
fish from the counter and watch from their tables as it was filleted 
and cooked before them whilst they chatted with the chefs so as 
to learn the art and also mention personal preferences, tastes or 
dietary requirements. 

The restaurant that Billy created now seats 36 and more if the 
venue is booked for private buffet parties. The business also has 
been known to cater for wedding parties, birthdays (with karaoke) 
and also special cook nights where you can (in small groups at a 
time) actually go into the kitchen and take part in the process of 
filleting and cooking the fish. 

There are lunch and evening menus containing all fresh locally 
caught fish, meat and vegetarian options, vegetables which come, 
in particular, from Billy's father's allotment which adds to the 
friendly local feel of the business. 

Lunch is served daily from 11-4pm and evening dinner from 
Thursday to Saturday from 7pm-late but Billy would like to make 
it clear that if you wish to book a table for an evening that is not 
advertised as open, the team will gladly open the restaurant to 
meet your needs. The fish counter is open Monday - Friday be¬ 
tween 9-5pm. Billy the Fish is a quirky and unique dining experi¬ 
ence that should be tried by all lovers of fresh fish. The style and 
layout of the restaurant and kitchen provides a great atmosphere 
in which to dine as customers and staff can communicate freely. 

Shelley the chef would like to recommend trying live lobsters 
and crabs cooked to order, the stuffed lemon sole with chopped 
coriander, parsley, capers, lemon zest, and black pepper layered 
on one fillet and covered with the other or the mixed platter of 
fish or shellfish. Whatever your taste the diverse menu that can 
be flexibly personalised to your specific needs is well worth a look.

D orchester is not only a 
beautiful county town 
and a great town for 
shopping destination, but also 
has an amazing and historical 
past. Napper’s Mite is a signif¬ 
icant piece of Dorchester his¬ 
tory and is now a cafe and 
restaurant. It is set in an original 
almshouses built in 1616 dur¬ 
ing the reign of James I. It is lo¬ 
cated at 19 South Street, the 
lower south end of the main 
pedestrian shopping street in 
the county market town. This 
little gem is the oldest building 
in South Street and one of the 
oldest still in use in the town. It 
has links with the novelist 
Thomas Hardy and with 
William Barnes, the famous 
Dorset dialect poet. 

At the rear of the Napper’s 
Mite building there is a small 
garden and steps, which backs 
on to Charles Street. Although 
the front of the building was re¬ 
built in 1842, the Jacobean 
style can still be recognised in 
the back elevations with its tall 
brick chimneys. There is a 
small courtyard in the centre al¬ 
lowing you to pass through 
from South Street to Charles 
Street. 

The History Of Napper‘s 
Mite 

The Napper, or Napier Mite 
Alms Houses in Dorchester’s 
South Street was established by 
Sir Robert Napier of Middle- 
marsh in 1615. Built to house 
“ten aged men” after a town fire 
in which 300 houses were de¬ 
stroyed, it was one of many 
charitable foundations estab¬ 
lished soon after the great fire 
of Dorchester in 1613. The fire 
was said to have been seen as a 
scourge sent from God to chas¬ 
tise the uncharitable popula¬ 
tion. His grandson, Gerard 


Napier, completed the building. 
Sir Robert Napier was a mem¬ 
ber of a Scottish family who be¬ 
came the Barons of Murchison 
which is now a suburb of Edin¬ 
burgh. Crichel in North Dorset 
remains the home of the de¬ 
scendants of the Napiers. Nap¬ 
per’s Mite passed through the 
Napier family to Napier George 
Sturt who would become the 
Third Baron Alington. 

What’s On The Menu At 
Napper‘s Mite 

There are four areas where 
you can eat with old world 
charm, two inside, a central 
section in a covered courtyard 
and a very pleasant garden out 
back. The small 

restaurant/wine bar is excellent 
for morning coffees right 
through to a full varied lunch 
menu. Ideal for families, you 
can choose from a range of 
light lunchtime snacks such as 
baguettes, sandwiches and 
jacket potatoes. Their hot 
chocolate with whippy cream 
and a flake is highly recom¬ 
mended. 

Latest review of Napper’s 
Mite on Google maps by Diane 
says, “We popped in here for 
lunch whilst on holiday in Oc¬ 
tober. My husband, 16 month 
old child and I. Service was ex¬ 
cellent and I had the best 
omelette that I have ever had.

Clapton and Winwood 
back together on faith 


IN RECENT years, Eric Clapton has made a habit of revisiting his past. He 
reunited with John Mayall's Bluesbreakers in 2003 and then, two years 
later, Clapton surprised us all by initiating a Cream reunion with old band- 
mates Ginger Baker and Jack Bruce. Now, after a series of gigs with Jeff 
Beck (Clapton's replacement in The Yardbirds back in 1965), he's playing 
with Stevie Winwood again. 

Clapton and Winwood first worked together in the short-lived super¬ 
group Blind Faith. Their one and only eponymous album is a classic from 
a strong period for British blues-rock records. The band were together for 
less than a year but still managed to secure their place in rock history, play¬ 
ing to a crowd of more than 100,000 at a free concert in Hyde Park in June 
1969. 

Blind Faith was Clapton's first project after Cream and Stevie Winwood 
was riding high from his tenure in the band Traffic. The band was aug¬ 
mented by Family bass player Ric Grech and Clapton's old colleague Gin¬ 
ger Baker on drums. 

However it was just Clapton and Winwood that took to the stage at 
Wembley Arena last Friday night for this Blind Faith reunion of sorts. Ric 
Grech died twenty years ago but one can only speculate why Ginger Baker 
wasn't asked to join the line-up (although Paul Simon's drummer Steve 
Gadd more than filled the Ginger shaped hole on drums). 

The two hour plus show was an amazing demonstration of two old 
friends never more relaxed or confident of their abilities. Four of the six 
tracks from Blind Faith were interspersed amongst a mixed bag of tunes 
from Clapton and Winwood's respective careers, along with an eclectic se¬ 
lection of covers from the likes of Ray Charles, Big Maceoand Freddie King. 

But it was the truly electrifying take on Jimi Hendrix's 'Voodoo Chile' 
(Winwood played keys on the 1968 original) that really blew the audience 
away. Clapton was "in the zone" for the whole quarter-of-an-hour, and if 
it's really possible to channel the dead, I'm sure he he had a direct line to 
Hendrix himself. 

Clapton and Winwood shared vocal duties throughout the night, with 
Stevie's voice sounding as fresh as it did 41 years ago. Whilst Clapton 
stayed true to the guitar, Stevie swapped and changed between his Stra- 
tocaster, Hammond organ and piano. 

Traffic classics like 'Dear Mr Fantasy' and 'Pearly Queen' sat well with the 
likes of Derek and the Dominoes' 'Layla' (which Clapton played "un¬ 
plugged"). 

But the die hard Blind Faith fans (rather than the casual concertgoers or 
Clapton aficionados) got what they came for with stunning takes on 'Can't 
Find My Way Home' and 'Presence Of The Lord' - real highlights of that 
classic 1969 album. 

I'm not sure what Clapton's next move will be. I can't see a full Yardbirds 
reunion anytime soon. Maybe a money spinning tour with Cream? Their 
2005 reunion comprised of only a handful of dates in New York and Lon¬ 
don, but any further shows would depend on whether Ginger Baker can 
handle being in the same room as Jack Bruce for more than five minutes. 

Maybe a show with Jeff Beck and Jimmy Page (all three legendary Yard¬ 
birds guitarists together)? Now that's a show I'd pay good money to see!

Poetry for 

PAUL Lawrence Dunbar (1872-1906) was the first 
black American poet to become nationally ac¬ 
claimed. He was born in Kentucky to parents 
who had both been slaves. Luckily for Paul, his 
mother, who worked as a washerwoman for the 
family of of Orville and Wilbur Wright (the famous 
flyers) loved poetry and encouraged her children 
to read it. 

Thanks to his mother's efforts he was able to at¬ 
tend the same school as the Wright brothers. He 
was the only black boy in his class but became 
editor of the school paper and president of the 
school's literary society. Brilliant scholar though 
he was, he had great difficulty finding a job be¬ 
cause of his colour. Until he became an estab¬ 
lished and nationally-known writer he earned a 
living as a lift operator. 

In 1897, at 25 years-of-age, his fame spread 
across the Atlantic when he visited England to re¬ 
cite his poetry on the London literary circuit. 
Sadly, he suffered from tuberculosis and after 
publishing 12 books of poems, 4 books of short 
stories and 5 novels, he died tragically young - at 
the age of 33. This is one of his most popular 
verses. 


Pleasure 

We Wear the Mask. 

We wear the mask that grins and lies, 

It hides our cheeks and shades our eyes, - 
This debt we pay to human guile; 

With torn and bleeding hearts we smile, 

And mouth with myriad subtleties. 

Why should the world be overwise, 

In counting all our tears and sighs? 

Nay, let them only see us, while 
We wear the mask. 

We smile, but, 0 great Christ, our cries 
To thee from tortured souls arise. 

We sing, but oh the clay is vile 
Beneath our feet, and long the mile;

A hundred years after Dunbar wrote that poem, a 
young student in Michigan commented:"There is 
not a person alive who has not struggled through 
life's occasional bitterness, hiding their real feel¬ 
ings behind a smile. This poem has helped me 
through many rough times. As strange as it may 
sound, it makes life easier knowing that there are 
others out there also in pain but still 'grinning and 
lying'to the world, along with me."

UK drivers go colour-blind at traffic lights 


MORE than half of all drivers don't know the 
traffic light sequence, research by the UK's 
largest online used car retailer, 
Autoquake.com, has revealed. 

Autoquake asked 1000 drivers to name the sig¬ 
nal after amber. Just under half (48%) correctly 
chose red.Worryingly, nearly four out often (39%) 
thought an amber light was about to change to 
green. Almost one in ten (7%) expected a green 
and amber signal next, while 6% thought red and 
amber would appear. 

"We're surprised that so few drivers remember 
the traffic light sequence correctly" said Auto- 
quake.com's CEO, Dermot Halpin. "It's amazing 
that so many drivers think an amber signal is 
about to change to green when in fact it will 
change to red! Drivers should remember that an

amber light means stop unless it is unsafe to do 
so. As pedestrians we're worried that so many 
drivers expect to see a green and amber signal 
since this doesn't exist!" 

Autoquake.com's research revealed some big 
differences between the regions. The East Mid¬ 
lands led the way, with 64% of drivers correctly 
choosing red as the next light in the sequence. 
61% of drivers in East Anglia answered correctly, 
as did 58% in Northern Ireland. 

Welsh drivers were most disappointing, with 
only 40% expecting red to follow amber. Just 45% 
of Scottish drivers answered correctly. 

"In central London, there are 2.4 personal injury 
accidents per year* at traffic signals," said Halpin. 
"With so few drivers knowing the correct traffic 
light sequence, perhaps this is one of the reasons 
why." 

The first traffic lights were installed outside the 
Houses of Parliament on 10 December 1868. Sem¬ 
aphore-style arms were used in the day and gas 
lights at night. However, less than a month after 
being installed a gas lantern exploded. The more 
modern electric traffic light is an American inven¬ 
tion and was first installed in Salt Lake City, Utah, 
in 1912.
